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GARDENA DOCTORS PROVIDE 
FREE TRANSPORTATION FOR 

STUDENTS EASTER MORNING
Free Buses to Make Early Morning Runs 

To Pick Up Gardena Children Not 
Provided-With Transportation_ _-

Through the courtesy and generosity of Drs, W. P. and 
J. S. McMath; of Gardena, high school and Junior high 
school students of that city and those residing on the out­ 
skirts of Torrance will ba provided with free transportation 
to and from the Children's Easter Sunrise Service -at
Roosevelt Memorial Park. The fol-< 
lowing: schedule has been arranged 
by the Drs. McMath for the six 
buses:

.Bus No. 1 will leave Western 
avenue and Redonflo boulevard at 
4:30 a. in., going n\>rth on West­ 
ern to Rosecrans, east on Rose­ 
crans to Normandie, south on 
Normandlo to tho Park.

Bus No. 2 will leave Vermont 

and Redondo boulevards at 4:30 
a., m., going south on Vermont to 
Rpsecrans, east on Rosecrans to 
Main street, south on Main street 
to 190th street, west on 190th 
street to the Park. j

Buses Nos. 3 and 4 will leave 
the Baptist church at Qardena at 
4:4G a. m., going direct -to the 
I'ark.,

Buses Nos. 5 and G will leave 
the Presbyterian church In Moneta 
at 4:<5 a. m., direct for the Park. 

Free Return Trip, Too
All' students living south of 

Redondo boulevard will assemble 
at the' nearest above mentioned'

church at 4:30 a. m., to get the 
free transportation. All living 
north of Redondo boulevard will 
assemble at their nearest street 
intersection of Western avenue, 
Rosecrans and Normandie to get 
Bus No. 1 ut 4:30 a. in., and fat 
the nearest- street Intersection on 
Vermont, Rosecrans and Main at' 
4:30 a. m.-, for Bus No. 2. . '

All buses will leave Immedi­ 
ately after the services returning 
the students to 11m point of em­ 
barkation. This free transporta­ 
tion should be of great assistance 
to the students und they should 
be on time to boafd the cars 
without delay. Parking space for 
the buses will be adjoining (he 
IMivillon on the east side of the 
I'ark and they will be there in 
readiness for the return trip. It 
should be noted that this free 
service Is only for those who have 
«ot their own transportation.
